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Family raise £50k for son with serious skin and kidney ailment 

A MISSION TO 
HELP MORGAN

THE family of a Tadworth boy 
with a range of debilitating skin 
and kidney conditions are appeal¬ 
ing for donations to help them buy 
a house they say would “change 
their lives”. 

Morgan Bishop, six, suffers 
from excema, red skin syndrome, 
asthma, a number of severe aller¬ 
gies and Focal Segmental Glomer- 
uloscleerosis (FSGS) Nephrotic 
Syndrome - a life-threatening kid¬ 
ney condition. 

Morgan’s persistent itching and 
constant discomfort means he 
struggles to regularly attend class¬ 
es at Vale Primary School in Bea- 
consfield Road, Epsom Downs, or 
get outside and play with friends 
- all the things a regular six-year- 
old boy would do. 

The Bishop family set up a fund¬ 
raising page called Morgan’s Mis¬ 
sion in May 2015 and to date have 
raised nearly £50,000 for alterna¬ 
tive therapies, vital supplements, 
skin creams and specialist ecze¬ 
ma-friendly bamboo clothing. 

They are now working with an 
estate agent to raise an additional 
£40,000 for a house with a garden 
that would provide them with

more space for Morgan to lead a 
normal life. 

His mother Dana Bishop, who 
gave up her job as a family sup¬ 
port worker to look after Morgan 
full-time, said: “It is completely de¬ 
bilitating. We can’t lead a normal 
life at all. 

“He can’t do things like go to 
parties or play-dates and he rare¬ 
ly has friends here because he is 
always itching, distressed and cry¬ 
ing. 

“It strips away his personality 
because he is so miserable and 
doesn’t get any sleep.” 

Morgan enjoys playing with 
Lego and used to love riding his 
bike as well as day trips with his 
family to Legoland and Chessing- 
ton. 


But his mother says he now 
feels too tired to do most of the 
things he loves. 

Ms Bishop said: “When I asked 
him if he would like to go on a 
day trip to Chessington, he said, 
‘I’m not a little boy that goes out 
anymore because I’m too tired and 
poorly’. 

“For a six-year-old not to want 
to go outside and to say horrible 
things about wanting to die is hor¬ 
rific. 

“He is losing his childhood, and 
you can never get that back.” 

The family of four - completed 
by brother Jenson, two, and father 
Paul - live in a flat in Watermead, 
Tadworth. 

Jenson sleeps on a mattress in 
his parents’ room because he finds 
it impossible sleep because Mor¬ 
gan is repeatedly woken due to his 
itching. Mr Bishop struggles to 


fit in 



work while looking 
after his sons - 
especially be¬ 
cause he doesn’t 
have a spleen 
and lack of 
sleep owing to 
fatigue increases 
his chances 
^ of getting 
ill. 


Mrs Bishop added: “We are all 
on top of each other here. If we 
were in a house we would have 
some space, and if we had a gar¬ 
den that was easily accessible 
Morgan would be able to get some 
Vitamin D and some fresh air. 

“(To get our own home) wouldn’t 
be like waving a wand and cur¬ 
ing him, but it would be really 
life-changing, and take a lot of the 
stress out of our daily lives.” 

Sacha Martin, an estate agent at 
Sacha Scott in Blue Cedars, Ban- 
stead, set up the fundraising page 
after realising the family would 
not be able to afford their house 
through their own means. 

She had heard about Morgan’s 
plight last year, and was moved to 
help the Bishop family after carry¬ 
ing out a valuation in January. 

Ms Martin explained: “I have 
an eight-year-old son, Sonny, and I 
can’t imagine anything worse. 

“Nobody likes being poorly 
and that poor little man he goes 
through it every day, and the re¬ 
percussions go throughout the 
whole family. 

“I just felt I had to help.”

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NEW COUCHES: A GP surgery 
in Ashtead is running a fundrais¬ 
er to provide patients with new 
equipment. The Patient Partic¬ 
ipation Group at St Stephens 
House Surgery on Woodfield 
Lane aims to raise money for 
five new electrically operated 
height-adjustable couches. 

The new couches are designed 
to benefit patients from preg¬ 
nant women to the elderly, and 
will enable appointments to run 
more smoothly at the surgery 
which looks after around 5,000 
patients. Although St Stephens 
is an NHS practice, a spokes¬ 
person for the surgery said it 
takes a pro-active approach 
towards the lack of funding 
available to update their equip¬ 
ment. Currently, the couches in 
the surgery are basic, making it 
difficult for patients with mobility 
problems. Patient Participation 
Groups are a government 
initiative which is generally 
made up of volunteer patients, 
the practice manager and GPs 
from a practice who meet up 
to discuss improvements for 
the benefit of patients. David 
Chappell, the Communications 
Officer for St Stephens PPG, 
said that the surgery is hoping 
to raise £7,000 in order to pro¬ 
vide new couches for patients. 
Previously, the PPG raised 
funds to purchase a 24-hour 
Blood Pressure Monitor.

MORE than 400 residents are await¬ 
ing the council’s decision on an “un¬ 
safe” stretch of road near a school in 
Ashtead. 

Mothers Jayne Mansfield and Ju¬ 
lia Steinhardt launched a petition 
demanding Surrey County Council 
(SCC) improve the A24 near The Gre- 
ville Primary School, install a pe¬ 
destrian crossing and reduce the 40 
miles per hour speed limit. 

They believe the existing island 
crossing near the school is insuffi¬ 
cient for young children and parents. 

Ms Mansfield, a business analyst 
from Woodlands Way, said: “The 
undergrowth and bushes make the 
pavement really, really narrow, so it 
feels really unsafe. 

“I was walking with my daughter 
in the buggy the other day and peo¬ 


ple step in to the road when they are 
coming the other way to pass us. 

“It makes me shudder every time. 

There just isn’t room for pedestrians 
to pass each other without stepping 
into the road.” 

434 residents signed the petition 
before the council’s deadline of 
May 31. It was set to be debated by 
the Mole Valley local committee last 
night. A decision may be made on the 
petition next week. 

Mrs Mansfield added: ““Hopefully 
we will get something done - even if 
it is a schedule to get the pavement 
uncovered or a speed camera to en¬ 
force the 40 miles per hour speed 
limit that would be something. Some¬ 
thing has to be done there.” 

A spokesman from SCC said: “The 
safety of our residents is our top pri¬ 
ority and we welcome petitions as a 
way of them telling us what matters 
to them. We have taken note of this 
and it will be put in front of the Mole 
Valley Local Committee.” More than 400 residents are anxiously awaiting the council’s decision on an

Friends left injured after vicious unprovoked assault by men 

Thugs attack two girls

TWO teenage girls were vicious¬ 
ly attacked and one left uncon¬ 
scious by a pack of thugs on a 
night out in Sutton town centre. 

Jade Potter, 19, and Georgina 
McDonnell, 18, from AShtead 
were set upon by two or three 
men while sitting on a bench on 
High Street waiting for a friend 
in the early hours of Sunday 
morning. 

They were left with black eyes, 
bruising and swollen faces fol¬ 
lowing the unprovoked assault 
at about 3.30am. 

The two friends had planned 
to go out in Epsom on Saturday 
night but chose Sutton instead 
as they feared there might be 
trouble following the Epsom 
Derby. 

Miss Potter was punched in 
the face and knocked uncon¬ 
scious and Miss DcDonnell was 
hit in the face as she tried to 
defend herself against the men, 
who also stole both teenagers’ 
purses and the younger friend’s 
phone. 

She said: “It had to be two to 
three people and there was no 
time for either one of us to react 
because we were attacked at the 
same time. 

“It was horrific, I don’t re¬ 
member being knocked to the 


floor I just remember that we 
were sitting on a bench waiting 
for a friend to get us, then the 
next thing I remember was that 
I was speaking to paramedics at 
a bus stop and that there was an 
ambulance. 

“They emptied my bag out 
and stole Georgia’s purse and 
our phones, then she chased af¬ 
ter them. 

“She had blood pouring from 
her face and she told people to 
get him saying that he had at¬ 
tacked us, then the police came 
and arrested him. We later 
found our phones smashed and 
Georgina’s purse near Gregg’s. 
Georgina and I have not left each 
other’s side since it happened. 


“Unfortunately girls can’t 
be on their own anymore. We 
looked vulnerable, I will not be 
going out without boys with us. 

“It’s completely taken the con¬ 
fidence out of me.” 

They were each taken to hos¬ 
pital for treatment to cuts and 
bruises. 

A police spokesman said of¬ 
ficers were called to reports of 
an assault on two women near 
the junction of Carshalton Road 
and Sutton High Street. 

He added: “A 39-year-old man 
has been arrested on suspicion 
of aggravated bodily harm and 
has been bailed until later this 
week pending further enquir¬ 
ies.”

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Heroes recall the war after 
getting France’s top honour 



THEY helped deliver France 
from the spectre of Nazi 
occupation and in 2014 vet¬ 
erans were awarded the 
republic’s highest honour - 
but why did it take 70 years 
to happen? Anders Anglesey 
reports. 

D-Day veteran Arthur 
Cooper lit up as he handed 
me his Legion d’honneur 
medal and recalled the night 
he parachuted into Nazi oc¬ 
cupied Normandy. 

The 94-year-old was one of 
the first allied soldiers to set 
foot on French soil when he 
landed in an orchard near 
Pegasus Bridge, close to the 
Caen Canal. 

The Belmont veteran said: 
“When I saw that people 
were getting the award in 
the newspapers about a year 
ago I thought that would be 
a nice thing, but not dream¬ 
ing that I’d be one of them. I 
thought I was only a squad¬ 
die, these things only go to 
officers. 

“But it’s funny really. 
When I look back of all the 
near misses, I’m so bloody 
lucky. When I think about 
my life, a big part of my life 
was being in the paras and 
to think that I was one of 


the first to land in D-Day is 
just amazing when you think 
about it. 

“You don’t realise that 
you’re one of the first until 
long afterwards.” 

The Legion d’honneur is 
recognised internationally 
as France’s highest distinc¬ 
tion and is awarded in recog¬ 
nition of both military and 
civilian merit. 

On the 70th anniversary of 
D-Day in June 2014 French 
President Francois Hollande 
announced that the Legion 
d’honneur would be awarded 
to all British veterans who 
fought to liberate France 
from Nazi occupation be¬ 
tween 1944 and 1945. 

D-Day Navy veteran Keith 
Barker was also awarded 
France’s highest honour in 
November when it arrived in 
the post. 

Mr Barker, from Brom¬ 
ley, said: “We knew that 
the French president has 
promised all D-Day veter¬ 
ans would receive it. Then 
all of a sudden it arrived in 
November through the door 
which was a surprise. 

The 88-year-old, who 
joined the navy when he was 
15, added: “I didn’t want to

carry on at school, like all 
young men we wanted to get 
into the fight. 

“Our country was being 
bombed to hell by Germans, 
I wanted to get into the fight, 
and I did. 

“They went to my moth¬ 
er’s house to ask why I failed 
to attend the call up. 

“My mother said to them 
‘I’m awfully sorry he’s in 
Normandy, he’s been shot 


twice’,” he said. 

The Ministry of Defence 
confirmed that since Pres¬ 
ident Hollande made the 
announcement about 4,500 
applications have been made 
from across the UK in the 
space of a few months and 
some 2,500 medals have been 
awarded to elderly veterans 
by the French Government. 

A spokeswoman for the 
French Embassy in London 
said: “The French author¬ 
ities have been decorating 
D-Day veterans around the 
world for a very long time, 
especially in the US and 
Canada. 

“In the UK, French au¬ 
thorities can only decorate 
UK citizens with approval 
from the British authorities. 

“It was on the occasion of 
the 70th anniversary of the 
D-Day landings that the UK 
gave its approval to France 
to decorate the British veter¬ 
ans who had served France 
during World War II between 
1944 and 1945.” 

But Mr Cooper, whose 
brother Alan surprised him 
with the medal, said he was 
happy to have received the 
award and did not think the 
French Government needed

to hand out the honours son- 
ner. 

The D-Day veteran added: 
“I was shocked. I did not ex¬ 
pect it at all. My brother and 
his wife came over on Friday 
and after we had some fish 
and chips she got up and 
read out the accreditation. 


“I could not believe what 
I was listening to and after a 
bit she started to cry and my 
brother took over, then he 
started to cry as well. 

“At the end of it I was 
presented with the medal. 
I don’t think I slept for two 
nights after that.”

MP has called for Government action over ‘appalling service’ 

Worst rail firm chief 
awarded £2.1 m in pay

THE boss of Britain’s worst rail 
company has been awarded a 
£2.1m paycheck amid demands 
that it be stripped of its south 
London franchises as punish¬ 
ment for offering an “appalling 
service”. 

David Brown, chief executive 
of the Go-Ahead Group, which 
runs Govia Thameslink Railway 
(GTR) has seen his salary and bo-

nus soar by £200,000 since 2014, it 
emerged this week. 

GTR, which runs Southern rail 
services in Epsom, Banstead and 
Leatherhead, has provoked pas¬ 
sengers’ ire for delays, cancella¬ 
tions and overcrowding. 

A survey by regulators at the 
Office of Rail and Road found 
that GTR, which also runs 
Thameslink trains and the Gat- 
wick Express service, had the 
worst punctuality in the country 
in the year to March 2016 with 
just one in five Southern trains 
arriving on time during that pe¬ 
riod. 

Last month Crispin Blunt, MP 
for Reigate and Banstead, criti¬ 
cised GTR and called for the gov¬ 
ernment to take action. 

He said: “Passengers have 
had enough and are at breaking 
point. 

“Not only do they have to suf¬ 
fer an appalling service that has 
been much reduced for the Lon¬ 
don Bridge works, [but it] is often 
reduced due to cancellations and 
stop skipping, and has unfairly 
high ticket prices. 

“Now rail users have to endure 
additional cancellations and 
delays due to official and unoffi¬ 
cial action being taken by RMT 
against changes in the role of 
train conductors.” 

Last week the Department for 
Transport (DfT) rejected the de¬ 


mands of a petition signed by 
more than 12,000 people for a for¬ 
mal review of GTR’s franchise. 

A government spokesman said 
the DfT expected an acceptable 
level of service to be provided by 
2018 once trains and stations are 
equipped with “increased capaci¬ 
ty, renewed facilities and robust, 
durable infrastructure”. 

Transport for London is to take 
over the running of all suburban 
rail services in London by 2021, it 
was announced earlier this year. 

A GTR spokesman admitted 
passengers had “experienced a 
significant downturn in service, 
for which we sincerely apolo¬ 
gise”. 

He added: “Our service has 
inevitably been hit by the RMT’s 
industrial action by conductors 
which has seen a substantial in¬ 
crease in cancellations. 

“Not only have we lost services 
on strike days but there is also 
an unprecedented level of con¬ 
ductor sickness which has now 
forced us to ‘pre-cancel’ 31 trains 
every day to limit the impact and 
help passengers’ better plan their 
journeys. 

“In the latest four-week period 
there were 14 incidents of peo¬ 
ple hit by trains, multiple signal 
failures and trespassers on the 
track - one at Streatham North 
Junction causing almost 3,000 
minutes of delay.”

But the town-centre illuminations, 
paid for by Sutton Council, have final¬ 
ly begun to sparkle a mere six months 
late - or early, depending on your per¬ 
spective. 

The unseasonal sight in Central Road 
has raised eyebrows among locals. 

Richard Johnson, a member of the 
Worcester Park Residents’ Association 
(WPRA), who noticed the lights were 
on at about 10.30pm on Sunday, June 12, 
said: “I saw the exact same set of lights 
switched off during the Christmas pe¬ 
riod last year. 

“Switching on Christmas lights 
should be such a routine, mundane and 
easy thing to do, so why can’t we get 
this right? It’s truly bizarre.” 

The council spent £20,840 on lights in 
Worcester Park and North Cheam. 



The lights finally came on 


The budget included £960 for replac¬ 
ing faulty lights in Central Road. 

Cllr Richard Marston, chairman of 
the Cheam North and Worcester Park 
Local Committee, said: “The council 
worked closely with the Worcester 
Park traders association to try to en¬ 
sure any issues that had happened in 
previous years didn’t happen again. 

“And this did actually iron out a lot 
of the problems. 

“There were undoubtedly some is¬ 
sues which I know we have chatted 
about, on Central Road. We’re already 
discussing things like that, and hope¬ 
fully this year things will be better.”

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Brown, now in jail, threatened to pour cement down drains 

Victim recalls bullying 
behaviour of gardener

AN elderly woman bullied out of 
thousands of pounds by an ‘ag¬ 
gressive and nasty’ cowboy gar¬ 
dener who threatened to pour 
cement down her drains has 
spoken to the Epsom Guardian 
about her ordeal. 

Pauline Barnsby, 72, was one 
of several elderly victims of 
Benjamin Brown, jailed last 
year for scamming vulnerable 
pensioners out of thousands of 
pounds. 

Brown, 62, formerly of Cox 
Lane, Epsom, was jailed for 
three and a half years in Octo¬ 
ber after pleading guilty to eight 
counts of fraud and four counts 
of money laundering. 

He targeted victims between 
2006 and 2012 in Sutton, Wall- 
ington, Richmond and Twicken¬ 
ham, as well as across Surrey. 

In February 2012, Brown tar¬ 
geted Ms Barnsby at her home in 
Danetree Close, Epsom. Despite 
initially being quoted a price of 
£1,200 to have her fencing and 
garden paving re-done, she said

Brown upped the cost to £4,200. 

Ms Barnsby said: “I said I 
wanted to get another quote, but 
he just said, ‘No, I can start now’. 

“I said, ‘don’t do it, I’ll get 
somebody else’, but he said, ‘I 
have already started’. He was 
just very aggressive and nasty 
once he started the job.” 

During Brown’s trial, Guild¬ 
ford Crown Court heard he 


would respond to any challeng¬ 
es or queries of his costs with 
threats and aggression. 

Ms Barnsby said: “You get 
threats that he would put ce¬ 
ment down the drains and block 
it all up. 

“Being by myself I was 
scared.” 

Ms Barnsby said after Brown 
carried out the work she was 
forced to ask a neighbour to re¬ 
fit her fence because the repair 
work was insufficient. 

She added the paving on her 
driveway is cracking just four 
years after Brown carried out 
the work. 

Ms Barnsby said: “He just left 
a mess we had to clear up. 

“Then he stood at the door, 
quite aggressive, demanding his 
money: ‘I will stay here until you 
give it to me’. 

Ms Barnsby said she was re¬ 
lieved Brown had been jailed. 

She said: “(At the time) I 
didn’t know what to do. 

“You’re embarrassed to say 
(what the money is really for) be¬ 
cause you’re a mug, aren’t you? 

“When I saw it in the paper 
I thought, ‘Thank God he has 
been caught’.”

Comedian Milton Jones talks to JIM PALMER ahead 
of appearances at some of the capital’s best festivals. 


Having dozens of the best stand-ups on stage in 
one venue is great news for comedy fans and, 
let's face it, it is an attractive proposition for the 
comics too. 

South London pun-master Milton Jones is 
looking forward to the festival atmosphere at 
both Balham Comedy Festival and Greenwich 
Comedy Festival. 

He told us: "Usually there is a chilled out 
atmosphere at Balham. Certainly at Greenwich 
there will be a bar with cider and it tends to 
not be too rough as there is quite often another 
tent and things happening. I wouldn't say it is a 
family atmosphere, but it is a chilled atmosphere. 
People are up for a pleasant evening. 

"Obviously festivals like Reading and Leeds are 
a different kettle of fish because it is all kids and 
throwing cups of wee at the stage." 

A comedian's life is often more lonely hours on 
the road and in hotel rooms than on the stage so 
it is no doubt a welcome change to play a gig not 
only close to home but in the company of peers. 

Jones, who grew up in Kew, said: "On tour I 
talk to thousands of people but not until the next 
night do I talk to more thousands of people, and 
quite often not many in between." 

As well as catching up with colleagues, it 
is also a chance for the 52-year-old Mock the 
Week regular to assess the state of the comedy 
landscape. He said: "You have to keep abreast of 
what people are talking about and what's an old 
idea and what's a new idea and what crowds are 
reacting to.l have seen people take two, three, 
ten years off and it is hard to come back. 

"Although comedy appears to be the same, it 
is constantly dating. What is funny ten years ago 
isn't so funny anymore. 

"It is by keeping abreast of what other people 
are doing that you keep a subconscious marker 
on where the edge is. It's important to do that." 

That extends to staying in touch with the 
fellow one-liner comedians that he is frequently 
compared to. He said: "Hopefully I am seeing 
Tim Vine tomorrow. He's another person I get 
compared to a lot. We'll just have a laugh. 

"Us one-liner comics keep an eye out for each 
other: A, for whose lifting our jokes and also 
keeping an eye on what the other person is doing. 

I won't go down that route if you're going down 


that route. I do the same with Stewart Francis and 
I keep in touch with Gary Delaney as well. 

"People always assume we're enemies for 
some reason, I don't know why. Our minds think 
in similar ways I guess." 

Jones' point A, is a pertinent one for 
comedians famed for their one-line gags, as he 
says, 'no-one really copies a story'. He is one of 
several high profile comedians whose funny lines 
have reportedly been pilfered. 

He said: "Certainly when you are starting off 
and someone more famous nicks your joke, that 
is terrible because everybody always assumes 
that the famous person made it up. 

"There are two types of theft: nicking it word 
for word but there is also driving the car into the 
garage, taking the serial numbers off and giving 
it a respray. Taking the idea of a joke and making 
it your own. That is harder to track down but 
within the business we all know who does it." 

In the 20 years since he won the best 
newcomer Perrier Award at the Edinburgh Fringe, 
Jones - with his wild hair, loud shirts and surreal 
yet deadpan style - has perfected his craft. 

He said: "I have a better instinct for what will 
work and what won't. My hit rate is better but it 
is still hard work." 

And yet, with regular appearances on both TV 
and radio, he's also producing more than ever. 

He said: "Having done more television recently 
in the last five years or so, I have had to triple my 
output. Television eats it up." 

His presence on television has also made 
Jones recognisable on the street, albeit less so 
when he is not in his stage get-up. 

"I was in the chemist not so long ago and there 
was a film actor in there and he looked at me and 
I looked at him and I thought 'oh he's recognised 
me from the telly'. 

"He came towards me and I thought we were 
going to have a nice media chat and he said 'do 
you sell hand soap?'"

PEACH OF A SHOW 


It may be 400 years since the 
death of Shakespeare and 
Cervantes and 200 since the 
birth of Charlotte Bronte but 
ask any nine-year-old and they 
will tell you Roald Dahl is the 
best by far. 

"He is full of little impish 
thoughts and wickedry inside 
him, so that plays well for a 
child audience," said Roman 
Stefanski, who is directing 
James and the Giant Peach at 
Polka Theatre. 

"The story follows the child 
and the adventure, whether 
outlandishly or sensibly, things 
sort themselves out. 

"With Quentin Blake's illus¬ 
trations, they are wonderfully 


whacky. There is such life in 
them in that scribbly way and 
it really brings up fantastic pic¬ 
tures in your head. I think that 
is part of the success." 

A century after the great 
author's death, Polka is stag¬ 
ing an adaptation of the great 
author's 1961 novel about an 
orphaned boy who travels to 
New York in a soft fruit with a 
band of bugs. 

Roman was first approached 
about bringing it to the stage 
30 years ago. 

"Originally I said 'this is a 
West End show', it's spectacu¬ 
lar. That scared me." 

But he was persuaded a 
decade ago and enjoyed it so 


much he was keen to return to 
the show, which was adapted 
by writer David Wood, whose 
production The Go-Between is 
currently in the West End. 

Roman said: "He is so skilled 
at staging shows.
